1. MILITARY SITUATION: SITUATION REMAINED GENERALLY QUIET 
NOV. 8 WITH ONLY A FEW EXCHANGES OF SMALL ARMS FIRE RE- 
PORTED ON BOTH EGYPTIAN AND SYRIAN FRONTS. SYRIANS ALSO 
SECRET 
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UNSUCCESSFULLY FIRED SA-2 MISSILE AT TWO ISRAELI AIRCRAFT 
ON RECON FLIGHT ALONG FRONT. IDF BRIEFER TOLD USDAO 
TEL AVIV THERE HAS BEEN SOME MOVEMENT BY EGYPTIAN ARMOR ON 
EITHER FLANK OF ISRAELI SALIENT WEST OF CANAL. IDF 
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ESTIMATES THAT SYRIANS NOW HAVE OVER 1,000 TANKS AND 120 
BATTERIES OF ARTILLERY ON FRONT LINES. 

2. CEASEFIRE AGREEMENT: PRESS STORIES REPORT THAT U.S. 

OFFICIALS WITH SECRETARY'S PARTY IN RIYADH STATE THAT 
ISRAEL AND EGYPT HAVE ACCEPTED FIVE-POINT CEASEFIRE AGREE- 
MENT THAT COULD PRODUCE PEACE TALKS BY END OF YEAR. ACTION 
TO IMPLEMENT AGREEMENT, FOR WHICH SOURCES DESCRIBE WASHING- 
TON AS "TRUSTEE", WILL BEGIN IN A FEW DAYS. ISRAELI PRESS 
STATES AGREEMENT CALLS FOR EGYPT AND ISRAEL EVENTUALLY 

TO WITHDRAW THEIR RESPECTIVE FORCES ACROSS SUEZ CANAL 
WITH PEACE TALKS TO BEGIN WITHIN TWO MONTHS. ISRAEL 
TALKS WITH JORDAN AND SYRIA WOULD FOLLOW ONCE ISRAELI- 
EGYPTIAN AGREEMENT ACHIEVED. RADIO TEL AVIV REPORTS 
THAT GEN. AHARON AND A SENIOR EGYPTIAN OFFICER MET AGAIN 
ON AFTERNOON OF NOV. 8 FOR TWO HOURS FIRST SUCH MEETING 
SINCE FIVE-POINT PLAN ACCEPTED. NO OFFICIAL EGYPTIAN 
COMMENT HAS BEEN HEARD BUT MIDDLE EAST NEWS AGENCY STATES 
THAT REPORTS OF AGREEMENT APPEARING IN ISRAELI AND FOREIGN 
MEDIA DO NOT AGREE WITH CONTENTS OF PLAN WHICH EGYPT HAS 
ACCEPTED. MORE SPECIFICALLY, CAIRO DAILY AL-AHRAM DENIES 
THAT EGYPT HAS AGREED TO LIFT NAVAL BLOCKADE AT 
BAB AL-MANDEB BUT LISTS THIS AS AMONG ELEMENTS ON WHICH 
STEPS ARE BEING TAKEN TO PAVE WAY FOR ARAB-ISRAELI PEACE 
CONFERENCE. 

3. UNEF: IN DISCUSSIONS WITH UNSYG IN NEW YORK AND WITH 
UNEF ACTING CHIEF SIILASVUO IN ISRAEL ON NOV. 7. ISRAELIS 
AGREED TO STATIONING OF IRISH CONTINGENT ON EAST BANK OF 
CANAL AND ON ISRAELI SIDE OF CEASEFIRE LINES ONLY. IRISH 

OR OTHER UNITS STATIONED IN ISRAELI-CONTROLLED AREAS MUST 
COORDINATE THEIR MOVEMENTS WITH IDF AND BE ACCOMPANIED BY 
IDF LIAISON OFFICERS AT ALL TIMES. NO UNEF FORCES MAY BE 
DEPLOYED BETWEEN IDF AND EGYPTIAN FORCES NOR WILL ISRAEL 
PERMIT UNITS OR INDIVIDUALS FROM COUNTRIES WITH WHICH IT 
DOES NOT HAVE DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS TO BE STATIONED IN OR 
TO ENTER ISRAELI-CONTROLLED AREAS. USG HAS INFORMED UN

THAT U.S. WILL NOT REQUEST REIMBURSEMENT BY IT FOR U.S. 

AIRLIFTS OF PERSONNEL AND SUPPLIES TO GET UNEF IN PLACE. 
REIMBURSEMENT WILL BE REQUIRED FOR ALL OTHER SUPPLIES AND 
EQUIPMENT FURNISHED UN BY U.S. U.S. WILL PROBABLY BE ASKED

4. DIPLOMATIC ACTIVITY: SECRETARY KISSINGER HAS CON- 
CLUDED TALKS WITH KING FAISAL IN RIYADH AND IS ON HIS WAY 
TO TEHRAN. PRESS REPORTS FROM ISRAEL STATE ABBA EBAN 
PLANNING COME TO NEW YORK SHORTLY, PERHAPS TODAY, TO 
REPLACE AILING TEKOAH AS HEAD OF ISRAELI UNDEL AND FOR 
TALKS IN WASHINGTON. ALGERIAN AMB IN BEIRUT TOLD U.S. 

EMBOFF ON NOV. 7 THAT PRES. BOUMEDIENE HAS SUCCEEDED IN 
PERSUADING KEY ARAB CHIEFS OF STATE TO ATTEND THREE-DAY 
SUMMIT CONFERENCE IN ALGIERS, PERHAPS AS EARLY AS

5. PALESTINIANS: ALGERIAN AMB IN BEIRUT ALSO TOLD U.S. 

EMBOFF THAT HIS GOVERNMENT IS ADVISING PALESTINIANS TO 
BE "REALISTIC" AND THAT PALESTINE LIBERATION ORGANIZATION 
(PLO) SHOULD SEEK TO ESTABLISH ITS CREDENTIALS AS 
REPRESENTATIVE OF PALESTINIANS IN FUTURE PEACE NEGOTI- 
ATIONS, PROBABLY INCLUDING FORMATION OF "GOVERNMENT IN 
EXILE" ON MODEL OF ALGERIAN FLN. BAGHDAD RADIO REPORTS 
MEETING THERE ON NIGHT OF NOV. 8 BETWEEN IRAQI BAATH PARTY 
OFFICIALS, FATAH LEADER YASIR ARAFAT, PDFLP LEADER NAYIF 
AL-HAWATIMAH, AND BAGHDAD PLO REPRESENTATIVE. MEANWHILE, 
BAGHDAD RADIO'S VOICE OF PALESTINE BROADCAST HAS SHARPLY 
ATTACKED ARAB "DEFEATISTS", I.E., SADAT, FOR AGREEING TO 
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REESTABLISH DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH U.S. 

6. OIL: AP REPORTS THAT SAUDI MINISTER OF STATE SAQQAF HAS 
STATED THAT THE SECRETARY FAILED TO PERSUADE KING FAISAL 
TO LIFT HIS EMBARGO ON OIL TO THE U.S. U.S. OFFICIALS 
WITH SECRETARY'S PARTY IN RIYADH ARE ALSO QUOTED IN PRESS 
REPORTS AS HOLDING OUT LITTLE HOPE FOR EARLY EASING OF 
ARAB OIL RESTRICTIONS. ALGERIA HAS ANNOUNCED IT WILL CUT 
OIL DELIVERIES TO FOREIGN COMPANIES BY 25 PERCENT. THERE 
IS NO INDICATION. HOWEVER, THAT ALGERIAN EXPORTS OF 
NATURAL GAS WILL BE AFFECTED BY THIS DECISION. NEW FUEL 
ECONOMY MEASURES HAVE BEEN ANNOUNCED IN SEVERAL WEST 
EUROPEAN COUNTRIES INCLUDING PORTUGAL AND IN PHILIPPINES. 
ISRAEL HAS ALSO INSTITUTED FUEL CONSERVATION MEASURES 
DESIGNED TO CUT CONSUMPTION BY 15 PERCENT. IN NOV. 7 
MEETING IN PARIS WITH UNDER SECY CASEY FRENCH FOREIGN 
MINISTRY OFFICIALS DESCRIBED FRENCH POSITION IN CURRENT 
SITUATION AS CENTERED ON HOPE THAT RECENT EC FOREIGN 
MINISTERS STATEMENT ON MIDEAST WILL RESULT IN LOOSENING 
OF ARAB OIL CURB. FRENCH STATE THAT NEITHER DUTCH NOR 
GERMANS HAVE PRESSED FOR ASSISTANCE FROM EC PARTNERS; 
HOWEVER, DUTCH MAY EXPECT RECEIVE SOME QUIET ASSISTANCE
